Washington — Congress probably 


will repeal the flexible provisions of 
the tariff law within the next few 
years, irrespective of the decision of 
the supreme 
court of the 
United 


States that such provisions are whol- 
ly constitutional. 


If anything the supreme court de- 


cision will hasten the repeal, for while 
there was a doubt as to constitutional- 
ity and also while the tariff commis- 
sion was In a wrangle, the disposition 
of the ..congress was to 
let things 


drift. 
Now, however, the fact that 


the president of the United States has 
been given a 
tariff-making power 


which he can exercise at any time 
has made a profound impression on

Congress is jiist waking up to find 


that whereas the votes of a group or 
section can be used to defeat a sched- 
ule that is too high and a fight can 
be made before both houses of con- 
sress, the situation with a flexible 
tariff provision is that congress has 
no further voice in the matter when 
once the power to delegate has been 
given, unless, of course, a new tariff 
bill is brought in for consideration— 
something not likely to occur just hc- 
rause one group of interests want a 
schedule revised.

ON LAUNDRY MARK 


Man Serving Life Sentence 


for Murder May Be Victim 
of Circumstances 


Madison —0<P)— Upon the laundry 


mark on a pair of socks may depend 
the fortune and future of a man. 


In the case of Chris Deerkop, now 


serving a life sentence for killing Guy 
Hurley In a lonely summer home on 
the shores of Little Lake In Bayfleld- 
co, the state supreme court argument 
centered Friday around the laundry 
mark "CD" on a pair of socks worn 
by the deceased. 


Attorneys for the defendant argued 


that they were not Deerkop's while 
the state, a/guing against any deci- 
sion by the state's high bench ' that 
might modify the life sentence, held 
that they must have been. 


June 23, 1925, Hurley was found 


dead on the lake shore near the home, 
which had previously been used at 
some time by Deerkop. Deerkop', who 
had been in Cudahy, Milwaukee sub- 
urb, a few days before, had been seen 
in -the vicinity. 
No motive for 
the 


crime was found, the gun with which 
Hurley was 'Killed was never located, 
t being presumed that the killer had 
thrown It into the lake; no evidence 
was Introduced that the men knew 
each 
other and no evidence 
was 


firmly established to show that Hurley 
bad been robbed. 


It was found, however, that Hurley 


had spent the night in a hotel in a 
nearby' town, with another man some 
days previous. Then the socks were 
found. The laundry mark was at first 
thought to be "J. D." but on examina- 
tion -in the daylight was found to be 
'CD" Deerkop's initials. Deerkop did 
not establish to the satisfaction of the 
jury his whereabouts at the time of 
the shooting. About an hour after the 
case was given to the jury it reported, 
finding that Deerkop was the slayer. 


The American Legion or veterans 


organization in which Deerkop was a 
member took up his case some time 
after he started serving his life sen- 
tence. The state supreme court first 
refused his attorney's writ of error, 
sut yesterday heard arguments 
on 


the case in the form of a rehearing. 


The attorney said that the high 


court might either: 


Free Deerkop entirely, as the high 


court sits as a jury in this case. 


Order a new trial of the whole case. 
Affirm the decision in the lower 


court, or dismissed the case, which 
would be equivalent of the last prev- 
ious decision. 


The court's views on the laundry 


mark were granted to be a deciding 
factor in Deerkop's future.
